Review into patient 
safety following sex 
assault allegations

AN INVESTIGATION into the horrific unre¬ 
solved case of NHS hospital stroke unit 
patients who were sexually assaulted by an 
unregulated nursing staff member is to be 
launched. 

Luton & Dunstable Hospital will conduct a 
‘Patient Protection review’ of the events sur¬ 
rounding allegations that healthcare assistant 
(HCA) Ameet Mohabeer carried out sexual 
offences against 14 men under his care there. 

Mr Mohabeer, 28, had been due to stand trial 
for 13 counts of sexual assault and four counts 
of causing or inciting a person with a mental 
disorder or learning disability to engage in 
sexual activity. 

In September he pleaded not guilty to all of 
the charges - except one of sexual assault, to 
which he entered no plea - but days later was 
found dead at his home in Butely Road, Luton, 
meaning no trial will now take place. 

As a result, the hospital this week told Luton 
on Sunday it will launch a ‘thorough review’ 
into the circumstances of the case in 
December, and this is expected to take 
‘months’ to complete. 

At present, HCAs - whose duties include 
washing, dressing, feeding and toileting 
patients - have no governing or regulatory 
body, and there is no national minimum stan¬ 
dard and no required training whatsoever. 

The Department of Health (DoH) said it is 
looking to bring in a regulatory system for 


HCAs, but that will come too late for the 
alleged victims of Mr Mohabeer. In a state¬ 
ment the L&D said: ‘We have commissioned a 
thorough review in order to understand more 
and will pass on any learning about the events 
surrounding this case to others in the health 
and social care sector. 

‘The review will draw on external expertise. 

‘The hospital follows standard safeguarding 
procedures for the protection of patients as 
well as recognised employment regulations in 
the interests of ensuring that suitably quali¬ 
fied staff members are recruited. 

‘The hospital follows up staff references, car¬ 
ries out CRB checks on those staff who come 
into contact with patients, and checks profes¬ 
sional registration and qualifications. 

‘There are also compulsory training courses 
in subjects such as adult safeguarding for 
nursing and medical staff.’ 

Mr Mohabeer was arrested in February over 
alleged sexual assaults against male patients 
in L&D’s Ward 17 Stroke Unit over the course 
of the previous 18 months. 

In March, LoS exclusively revealed that a 
staff member at the hospital had been sus¬ 
pended and arrested, and published a special 
helpline number for potential victims to con¬ 
tact police detectives in confidence. 

Regulator the Nursing & Midwifery Council 
(NMC) said it would like to see ‘standardised 
training for HCAs introduced across the UK’, 
and last year its chief executive, Dickon Weir- 
Hughes, said he was ‘single-minded’ about 
ensuring HCAs were regulated nationally.

Union slams 
£744k spend 
on bonuses 

NEARLY £750,000 has been 
paid out by a council in 
bonuses to keep staff in their 
jobs since April - while at the 
same time paying out fortunes 
to make hundreds of others 
redundant. 

Luton Borough Council has 
given around £744,000 in 
Recruitment and Retention 
allowances to 259 employees. 
On average, one in ten staff has 
received £2,873. 

The payments were made to 
those in posts deemed to be 
‘hard to fill’. The roles might be 
proven to be difficult to recruit 
to or in a position where there 
is a national shortage. 

The authority is making cuts 
of £3.5 million this year and 
could see up to 500 jobs axed. 

Jimmy Cummings, a senior 
representative for the union 
Unite, said: “We can’t have this 
kind of perk while people are 
being thrown out of their job. 

“This is taxpayers’ money and 
they have the right to know 
how it is being spent.” 

Emma Boon, of the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance, said:“I struggle to 
believe that the council would 
not be able to employ people 
unless they paid them a £3,000 
bonus. 

“At the moment when 
everyone is making spending 
cuts a council should not be 
handing out these bonuses.” 

A Town Hall spokeswoman 
said: “The Recruitment and 
Retention allowances were 
one-off payments. 

“They were paid in good faith 
at the time based on 
independent market research 
which confirmed that our 
salaries were uncompetitive for 
those particular posts. 

“Owing to funding reductions, 
we have deleted posts that we 
would have preferred not to cut.”

Resident hits out at 
council over ‘damp’

A TENANT has resorted to bathing 
in the dark as he fears being 
electrocuted due to claims of damp 
in his council flat bathroom. 

Paul Roberts, 41, of Mossdale Court, 
Luton, has said he is scared to turn 
on the light in his bathroom since the 
bulb blew up, which he believes to 
have been caused by water from an 
ongoing leak affecting the electrics. 

He also said that a plasterer refused 
to carry out redecoration work to his 
bathroom earlier this week as the 
walls were too damp. 

Mr Roberts, who has been in and 
out of hospital over the summer due 
to spinal problems, first contacted 
Luton Borough Council on 
September 7 after discovering wet 
patches on the wall. 

Following a surveyor’s inspection of 
the flat, he received a letter from the 
council on October 10 which con¬ 
firmed that there had been a leak and 
stated that plaster and redecoration 
work was needed in the bathroom as 
a result, but this work did not warrant 
the use of a dehumidifier to dry the 
walls which Mr Roberts claims was 
recommended by the plasterer. 

He said: “The bathroom is poten¬ 
tially very dangerous, and the damp 


is affecting my health. This has been 
going on for months now and to be 
honest I want to move out of Luton as 
I don’t want to deal with this council 
any more.” 

This isn’t the first time that Mr 
Roberts has had problems with his flat. 

In 2009, Luton on Sunday reported 
that Mr Roberts had to travel half a 
mile to wash at a friend’s house as he 
said he waited three months for a 
new bathroom to be installed by the 
council. 

On Friday a Luton Borough Council 


spokeswoman said: “Mr Roberts has 
had three leaks in three years, all 
caused by different problems and 
each one has been fixed in turn. 

“His flat was inspected on Thursday 
and there is minimal damage to his 
property. 

“A dehumidifier was delivered to his 
flat today, at the agreed time, howev¬ 
er Mr Roberts was not available. 

“We have now arranged for it to be 
delivered this evening and the plas- 
terwork will be repaired once the 
ceiling has dried out.”

EDL leader sentenced for

A BID to prevent the leader 
of the English Defence 
League [EDL] from organising 
or attending rallies outside 
Luton has been rejected.

Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday, the 28-year-old 
was given a 12-week jail term, 
suspended for 12 months, for 
assaulting a fellow EDL 
member at a rally in 
Blackburn, Lancashire, in April. 

Lennon was also sentenced 
to 150 hours of unpaid work 
for the assault conviction 
and ordered to pay £200 
costs.

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Masked raiders terrorise

AN axe was held to a woman’s throat as 
three intruders - one of whom wore a 
Halloween mask - ransacked her home 
in a horrific 30-minute ordeal. 

The victim was confronted by the rob¬

Baroness Abigail Masham called for regis¬ 
tration of HCAs to be made mandatory, 
echoing similar calls made by the NMC 
and the Royal College of Nursing. 

A DoH spokesman said: “The case for 
introducing national statutory regulation 
must be proportionate to any risks posed. 

“We intend to establish a system of vol¬ 
untary registration, which could deliver 
the same benefits as a statutory scheme 
for those employers who choose to use 
registered workers, and without the cost 
and bureaucracy associated with a statu¬ 
tory scheme.” 

Police said Mr Mohabeer’s death was not 
suspicious and that they would ‘continue 
to support victims and help them with any 
specialist support they need’. 

An inquest into his death has been 
opened and adjourned for a date to be 
arranged.

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Council unlikely to claim 
back £6.5k traveller bill

THE cost of allowing travellers to 
stay illegally at a park so they can 
attend a funeral has cost taxpay¬ 
ers £6,500 - and there is no realis¬ 
tic way of getting the money back. 

Luton Borough Council let 22 
caravans remain at Stockwood 
Park in Farley Hill, Luton - some 
of whom had come from Dale 
Farm in Basildon, Essex - for 
more than two weeks between 
September and October. 

Eviction notices were served on 
the travellers on October 3 follow¬ 
ing a successful application at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court, but the 
council ‘pragmatically’ applied 
for a later eviction date to allow 
the group to attend their funeral 
as it was ‘easier to manage’ them 
that way. 

The council has now said it 
will not try to claim back the evic¬ 
tion costs from the travellers 
because the bills that would be 
incurred in doing so would likely 
to be higher than the original 


costs being chased. A council 
spokeswoman said: “We have 
received invoices relating to the 
recent visitation and the total cost 
which includes health and educa¬ 
tion checks, clean-up costs and 
bailiffs and legal fees is about 
£6,500. 

“While the council would like to 
claim this cost back from the trav¬ 
ellers, the fact that they left and 
dispersed to all parts of the coun¬ 


try unfortunately means that the 
cost of pursuing the retrieval 
could actually cost more than 
what we are entitled to.” 

The gates to Stockwood Park 
were welded closed after the 
departure of the travellers. 

Earlier this week it emerged that 
lawyers defending the illegal Dale 
Farm travellers have been handed 
£6 million of taxpayers’ money in 
just five years. 
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Media City gets 
ready to open 

A MEDIA City will open its doors next 
month - bringing with it jobs to the town. 

Express Newspapers, which owns the 
Daily Express and Sunday Express, has 
converted the disused DHL building in 
Kimpton Road, Luton, into a brand new 
printing facility. 

The group - owned by media mogul 
Richard Desmond - is currently based at 
London's Docklands, and subsidiary West 
Ferry Printers’ planning application, 
which was given the thumbs-up in 
January, had said the plant would ‘pro¬ 
mote regeneration in the area’. 

A potential 900 jobs, coming from the 
editorial department, could also come to 
the town. 


Reducing resident disruption 
is at heart of housing review 


MINIMUM disruption to eld¬ 
erly residents is at the centre 
of a review into a sheltered 
housing scheme’s future. 

That was message from 
councillors at a public 
meeting last week to discuss 
plans for Crescent Court in 
The Crescent, Toddington, 
which could include a 
refurbishment or even a 
completely new building. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council is looking at all of its 
housing accommodation for 
the elderly ‘to ensure that it 
meets needs, expectations 
and modern standards’, and 
is consulting on three pro¬ 
posals for Crescent Court. 

Julie Ogley, director of 
Social Care, Health and 
Housing for Central 
Bedfordshire Council, said: 

“The options we have put 
forward we believe all offer 
something ‘better’ in terms 


of housing for older people 
in and around Toddington. 

“Our aim is to have the best 
effect and minimum disrup¬ 
tion to existing tenants. 

“We know that tenants are 
very concerned about 
potential changes to 
Crescent Court and to help 
their understanding about 
what a redeveloped scheme 
might look like, we have 
arranged a visit to a local 
scheme run by a housing 
association to see what 
extra care provides.” 

The consultation period 
runs until December 14.

A COUNCILLOR says he has 
been receiving complaints from 
his constituents about a neigh¬ 
bouring council’s ‘claim’ on 
Luton Hoo. 

Cllr Richard Stay said a number 
of people who live on the Luton 
Hoo estate, which is located in 
Hyde - the ward he represents on 
Central Bedfordshire Council - 
are unhappy with the association 
with Luton.

Cllr Stay said: “I have no prob¬ 
lem with them going for city sta¬ 
tus but I wish they would stop 
claiming something that is in 
Central Bedfordshire as their own. 

“Luton Hoo is not in Luton. It is 
not the most important issue in 
the world but there is a principle. 

“The parish of Hyde should be 



proud of its heritage and I guess 
it’s my job to speak up for them. 

“They are not overly enamoured 
with being described as Luton. 

“Why doesn’t Luton Borough 
Council trumpet the facilities it 
does have like Capability Green 
and other things they should be 
proud of? Not somebody else’s 
facility.” 


Matthew Long, general manager 
of Luton Hoo Hotel, Golf & Spa, 
said: “Along with many business¬ 
es, associations and residents in 
the area we are delighted to sup¬ 
port the Love Luton campaign.

Fears raised over 
reducing Ml lights

EXTREME concern has been 
expressed over the switching-off 
of lights on the Ml. 

Motorway lamps are currently 
being turned off in sections 
between Junctions 10 and 13, but 
the junctions themselves and 
their approaches and a section 
on either side of the motorway at 
Junction 11 will have lighting 
columns replaced and so remain 
lit. 

A low-light CCTV camera sys¬ 
tem, which is able to operate 
without motorway lighting, will 
be installed so Highways Agency 
staff can monitor the motorway 
at all times. 

In August the agency 
announced the decision as a way 
to cut down carbon emissions 
and costs. 

Luton Borough Council’s execu¬ 
tive requested a review of the sit¬ 
uation which street lighting spe¬ 
cialists are in the process of carry¬ 
ing out. 

An initial letter has been sent to 
the Highways Agency informing 
it of its ‘extreme concern’ but it is 
expected once the review has 
taken place, an updated one will 
be sent. 


A council spokesman said: “In 
summary, we have questioned 
the decision to turn off the light¬ 
ing because ‘hard shoulder run¬ 
ning’ will mean that vehicles are 
travelling a lot closer to the cen¬ 
tral reserve barriers and struc¬ 
tures over the motorway, and the 
motorway flows through Luton 
are predicted to increase signifi¬ 
cantly with the completion of the 
A5-M1 Link.” 

Highways Agency director 


Derek Turner said: “This is not 
about wishing to remove all lights 
from the motorway network. It’s 
about carefully identifying the 
locations where, under the 
revised guidelines, we would no 
longer install lighting. 

“The money saved could then 
be used for other measures on the 
strategic road network where it 
would have a more significant 
safety benefit and potentially 
save more lives.”

Know what you can claim 

SIR - The fact that, according to the 
latest findings by the investment 
company Alliance Trust, families are 
worse off, comes as no surprise. 

Families in Britain are faced with 
falling salaries - and in many cases 
redundancy - rising inflation, declin¬ 
ing house prices, and increasing fuel 
and food price rises.

Law has ‘failed at all levels’ 

SIR - The beginning of November, 
when 300 hunts across England and 
Wales are holding their traditional 
opening meets, seems a relevant 
time to once again expose the flaws 
and irregularities contained in the 
Hunting Act 2004. 

If anyone thinks that this law has 
improved animal welfare, perhaps 
they might care to reconsider and 
examine exactly what it does. 

It is legal to chase wild mammals 
out of cover using dogs as long as 
only two dogs are used and ‘reason¬ 
able steps’ are taken to ensure the 
animal is shot, but it is illegal to use 
three hounds to flush out an animal 
and a second offence is committed if 
there is no intention to shoot it. 

It legal to use a terrier under¬ 
ground to flush out a fox and kill it 
in order to protect birds to be shot 
for sport - eg pheasants, but illegal 
to use exactly the same method to 
protect farm livestock or a rare 
species. It is legal to hunt a rabbit 
with dogs, though illegal to hunt a 
hare with dogs. The Hunting Act 
permits a hare that has already been 


shot and wounded to be hunted, but 
not a wounded fox. Finally, it is legal 
to hunt a rat with dog, but illegal to 
hunt a mouse with dog. 

While the supporters of this law 
claimed that it would improve ani¬ 
mal welfare it is clear that their true 
aim was to prevent a particular type 
of hunting upheld by a particular 
type of person. 

However, at all levels the Hunting 
Act has failed miserably. 

The vast majority of successful 
prosecutions have been for poach¬ 
ing offences which were already ille¬ 
gal under legislation that pre-existed 
the Hunting Act, while organised 
hunting has survived, albeit in a dif¬ 
ferent form. As for animal welfare, 
the limited evidence gathered so far 
indicates that wild mammal welfare 
has declined. 

Is it not time, therefore, to consider 
a more practical and principled way 
to improve the welfare and manage¬ 
ment of our wild mammals and for¬ 
get this obsession with banning the 
use of scenting hounds - a natural 
and humane method that is selective 
and leaves no wounded survivors?

Labour sides with 
council workers 
in pensions row

LABOUR councillors have 
backed Town Hall staff in their 
pensions dispute with the 
Coalition Government. 

A resolution saying Luton 
Borough Council employees 
should not be asked to make a 
bigger contribution to their pen¬ 
sion schemes was voted through 
on Tuesday. 

Government proposals would 
have seen the amount that 
authority staff would have to pay 
towards their pensions increase 
by nearly half - from 6.6 per cent 
to 9.8 per cent. 

On Wednesday, Treasury 
Minister Danny Alexander 
announced a reformed offer in 
which workers would build up 
their pensions eight percent 
more quickly than under previ¬ 
ous proposals, while staff within 
ten years of retirement would see 
no change. 

Council leader Hazel Simmons 
presented a motion calling on 
Luton’s two Labour MPs, Kelvin 
Hopkins and Gavin Shuker, to 
‘press the Government to hold 
meaningful negotiations on pen¬ 
sions and reach an agreement to 
avoid strike action’. 

She said: “This attack on our 
council staff is a cynical bid to 


squeeze more money out of the 
workforce. Our staff are already 
facing an ongoing pay freeze while 
under this Government inflation is 
rising out of control and people are 
worried about their job security.” 

But Luton Liberal Democrat 
leader David Franks has dismissed 
this action as unviable. 

He said: “The problem is so big 
that if they decided to pay off the 
deficit through a ten-year plan it 
would need a 30 per cent council 
tax increase which would cost the 
average Band D taxpayer an extra 
£457 a year. 


“Anyone who thinks this situa¬ 
tion is sustainable is living on a dif¬ 
ferent planet to the rest of us.” 

The main local government 
unions are calling for strike action 
by council workers even though 
negotiations with the Government 
are continuing. 

The council’s Unite representa¬ 
tive, Jimmy Cummings, said: “We 
will be paying more, earning less 
and working longer hours. 

“This is a difficult situation, but 
there has to be a solution. 

“We are grateful for any backing 
given to us.” 


Outhouse burglar warning after spate of thefts 


SHED and garage owners are being 
urged to ensure their outhouses are 
secure after a series of break-ins. 

Bicycles and mopeds are on the 
top of burglars’ lists of things to steal, 
but gardening equipment and other 
household items are also popular 
and easy to get at if people continue 
to leave their outbuildings and 
gardens insecure. 

Neighbourhoods across the county 
have seen an increase in the number 
of thefts, which in terms sees crime 
figures rise dramatically because 
people are not making sure their 
sheds, garages and gardens are 
locked. 

Bedfordshire Police Crime 
Reduction Officer Lesley Johnson 
said: “We would encourage everyone 


who keeps a bicycle or moped in 
their garage or shed to not only lock 
the door but secure the bike as well. 

“In addition to this, don’t leave bolt 
croppers, lopping-shears or other 
such items lying around, making it 
easy for burglars to free your 
property and run off with it in a 
matter of seconds. 

“We must all have a common 
sense to security and do our bit to 
reduce crime.” 

Many householders do not 
consider the value of the goods in 
the shed and therefore look after 
them accordingly. If your shed only 
contains a few broken pots and seed 
trays then closing the door with a 
bent nail might be adequate. 

However - if like so many - your 


shed contains the mower, strimmer, 
power tools, barbecue and kids’ 
bikes then the old bent nail is 
woefully inadequate. 

Thieves are not averse to stealing 
items, which need a trailer or van 
either - ride-on lawnmowers and 
particularly quad bikes are very 
popular. 

Bedfordshire Police and crime 
reduction co-ordinators continue to 
actively target the problem at the 
moment but anything that can be 
done to prevent the problem in the 
first place is invaluable.

SINCE 2007 people in Bedfordshire requiring 
emergency treatment or airlifting to a 
specialist hospital have been serviced by an 
air ambulance helicopter charity. 

SOPHIE SCOTT spent some time in an 
airborne East Anglian Air Ambulance (EAAA) 
to understand how it is operated. 



IT IS welcoming to know that if 
you were ever in a serious 
accident a helicopter with a 
doctor and paramedic on board 
could be with you in 20 minutes 
to treat and whisk you to a 
nearby hospital, if needed. 

Over the next two years the 
charity, which was set up in 2000, 
will take stock of two new spe¬ 
cialist helicopters meaning the 
region will have the most 
advanced fleet in the UK. 

One of the major advance¬ 
ments will be night-vision equip¬ 
ment and the ability to carry 
extra medical gear. 

It may come as a surprise to 
learn that the highly-trained 
crews are not funded by the 
NHS, but instead have to raise 
£4.2 million a year to remain 
operational across Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire, Norfolk and 
Suffolk. 

The charity’s chief executive 
Tim Page explained that because 
of patient confidentiality they are 
not able to keep contact details 
of anyone they treat. 

Dr Adam Chesters has worked 
for EAAA for about a year. As an 
NHS doctor by day he does two 
or three shifts a week on the 
helicopter, each of which is 
crewed by a pilot, paramedic and 
a doctor. 

His days are never the same 
with some days not being called 
to any jobs while on others he 
could fly to seven emergencies. 

So far this year the service has 
been called to treat about 600 
people across the four counties. 


EAAA, which is based at 
Cambridge Airport but can reach 
anywhere in the East of England 
within 20 minutes, works along¬ 
side the regional NHS 
Ambulance Service which calls 
upon the helicopter when they 
are needed to either take some¬ 
one quickly to hospital, to access 
patients in places hard to reach 
by road and, most importantly, 
for a doctor to treat a patient at 
the roadside before they can be 


taken to hospital. Dr Chesters 
said: “It is really important that 
from the moment you dial 999 
there will be a doctor by your 
side within 20 minutes. That is 
critically important in improving 
survival rates. 

“Almost every job has some¬ 
thing memorable that you take 
from it. 

“We have to use extended skills, 
be that delivering anaesthetic or 
performing emergency surgery 
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on the roadside. Those jobs are 
the ones that stand out. 

“Every job that involves chil¬ 
dren conies with additional chal¬ 
lenges. We have to change equip¬ 
ment among other things. 

“There is also the additional 
pressure that normally comes 
with emotional parents although 
it really does reassure them when 
they see a helicopter land a doc¬ 
tor and paramedic running 


towards them to provide an 
expert level of care.” 

Dr Chesters used to work for 
the air ambulance in London 
and says his work in the East of 
England is a lot different to that 
in the capital. 

In London he would treat a lot 
more people for stabbings or 
shootings, or collisions where 
people were hit by buses. But 
here most of the calls are for 


high-speed collisions. Andrew 
Egerton-Smith, chairman of 
EAAA, said: “The success is 
entirely down to the people of 
East Anglia. 

“We are entirely dependant on 
charitable donations as we have 
no NHS funding.” 

Hopefully, for the majority of 
us, we will never need their serv¬ 
ices but the knowledge that they 
are there is comforting.

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Burglar steals £3k Tiffany [Co 
wedding ring in house raid "

A WOMAN burglar who raided the home 
of an engaged couple stole the Tiffany 
wedding ring they had planned to use at 
their wedding. 

Thanks to insurers, Ben Knowles, in 
Oak Tree Row, Luton, was able to obtain a 
replacement ring in time to slip on his 
bride Anna’s finger when they married a 
few weeks later. 

But the burglary at the couple’s home 
on June 15 has left them feeling unsafe in 
their home. They have also spent hun¬ 
dreds of pounds on extra security, said 
prosecutor Kevin Barry. 

The burglar, 38-year-old Diana 
Blagrove, was on licence from prison 
when she committed the offence. 

She appeared at Luton Crown Court on 
October 28, pleading guilty to burglary, 
and was jailed for seven months, of 
which she will serve half, less the 42 days 
she has spent in custody on remand. 


Judge Stephen Warner told her: “You 
forced entry into the house and stole prop¬ 
erty to the value of £3,000 which included 
a ring of very significant sentimental value. 

“It was a mean offence which has had a 
very real effect on the victims. 

“You needing money for drugs is no 
excuse. Your drug addiction is largely the 
cause of your offending.” 

But the judge said he was giving 
Blagrove, of Exton Avenue, credit for her 
‘expressions of remorse’. 

Mr Barry said Blagrove broke into the 
house during the day and the break in 
was discovered by Anna when she came 
home and found the house in a mess. 

Fortunately an alert neighbour in the 
cul-de-sac had seen Blagrove and had 
asked what she wanted. 

Mr Barry said: “It is obviously a close 
with a good neighbourhood spirit. The 
defendant said she wanted to leave a 
note for someone and the woman gave 
her some paper and lent her a pen and 
thought no more of it.” 


The ‘note’ was found inside the hall of 
the burgled house and had Blagrove’s fin¬ 
gerprints on it. 

She was arrested and the neighbour 
was able to pick her out during a video 
identity procedure, said the prosecutor. 

The stolen property which included 
electronic games, a laptop computer and 
camera, as well as the ring, has never 
been recovered. 

Mr Barry said: “The Tiffany ring was of 
particular significance because they were 
due to be married three months later and 
that was the ring they had chosen. 

“They have since married and the 
insurers managed to compensate them 
in time to replace the ring.” 

Emily Culverhouse, defending, said: “She 
is extremely sorry for the pain and incon¬ 
venience she has caused and understands 
it must have been extremely unpleasant. 

“She has an entrenched drug problem,” 
said the barrister and urged the court to 
consider a drug treatment programme, 
but that was rejected. 


‘No disruption’ as care home gets new owner 


A FORMER Southern Cross care home 
has been taken over by another provider. 

Kirby House inWest Street, Dunstable, 
was run by the crisis-hit firm until it 
faced financial difficulties earlier in the 
year, when it announced it would not 


continue to run its homes. This week 
Four Seasons Healthcare took over 
Kirby House. 

Four Seasons chief executive Dr Peter 
Calveley said: “We have been working 
closely with Southern Cross managers 


to ensure the transfer of homes would 
take place with no disruption to care 
services.” 

The only other home in the south of 
the county - Milliner House, in Luton - is 
still being run by the landlord.

Council admits data 
protection breaches

PERSONAL information of foster 
parents was shared with the 
person they had fostered 
because of a council’s data 
protection breach. 

The blunder was revealed after 
our sister paper, Bedfordshire on 
Sunday, submitted a Freedom of 
Information request to Central 
Bedfordshire Council. 

Since the authority’s creation in 
2009 there have been five data 
protection breaches, the most 
recent being in April this year 
when a technical failure resulted 
in non-sensitive secure informa¬ 
tion held on planning files being 
accessible to the public via the 
website. 

The matter was reported to the 
Information Commissioner’s 
Office (ICO) which determined 
that the council had taken the 
appropriate action by removing it 
as soon as possible and no further 
measures were necessary. 

Four breaches took place in 
2010. In March, a school trans¬ 
port timetable with names and 
dates of birth of six children who 
used that route was accidentally 
sent to a parent. 

Again it was reported to the ICO 
and the service implemented sev¬ 
eral process changes to ensure

that it couldn’t happen again. 
Then in fuly, a ‘Subject Access 
Request’ led to a file containing 
personal data of foster parents 
being shared with the person they 
had fostered although it didn’t 
contain any sensitive personal 
information. 

An apology was issued by the 
service area and changes were 
put in place to prevent the same 
thing taking place again. 

The other two breaches report¬ 
ed were: 

- fune 2010 - Customer email 
addresses were disclosed to other 
customers by Carbon Copy rather 
than withheld by using Blind 
Copy. An apology was made along 
with process changes. 


- September 2010 - Non sensi¬ 
tive details of two customers were 
mixed up resulting in 
information being sent out incor¬ 
rectly. 

The details were retrieved by the 
service which also apologised. 

Cllr Maurice fones, executive 
member for corporate services at 
Central Beds Council (pictured) 
said: “The small number of 
breaches which have occurred 
relate mainly to personal data 
and not sensitive personal data. 

“After every breach we have 
apologised to those involved and 
acted swiftly to put measures in 
place to ensure this does not 
happen again.” 

Meanwhile Bedford Borough 
Council said it was aware of nine 
data protection breaches since 
2009 which have been reported 
centrally to the authority’s senior 
management team. 

“But it said it couldn’t give out 
all the details as it would take too 
long.” 

A spokesman said: “Where 
breaches are reported, the coun¬ 
cil takes immediate and swift 
action to recover the data and 
inform those affected. 

“The council also investigates 
the series of events which led to 
the breach and puts measures in 
place to ensure it does not 
happen again.”

SECURITY on trains was increased as 
part of a push to reduce crime. 

Officers from British Transport Police 
(BTP) patrolled the Bedford to St Pancras 
line, which passes through Luton, 
Leagrave and Luton Airport Parkway, on 
Friday night to ‘send a message’ to crimi¬ 
nals. 

First Capital Connect (FCC) staff helped 
police to ‘promote safety and crime pre¬ 
vention tips’ and ‘ensure the crime levels 
stay low’. 

The event formed part of a series of 
crime roadshows that FCC and the BTP 
have been carrying out over the past six 
months. 

In 2010/2011, crime on FCC’s network 
had reduced by 15 per cent compared to 
the previous year. 

Vehicle crime has also reduced from 
241 offences to just 87. 

FCC has also been securing its network 
with investment in CCTV and a further 


£1 million investment in additional visi¬ 
ble policing. 

FCC crime prevention manager Tony 
Holland said: “Customer safety is one of 
our biggest priorities and I am pleased 
with the feedback received from the past 
crime roadshows at our stations. 

“However as one of the few train 
operating companies that operate a 
24 hour service we would also like to 
advise those customers travelling on late 
night services on how to stay safe and 
to avoid becoming a victim of oppor¬ 
tunistic crime, especially with the 
Christmas celebrations fast approach¬ 
ing.” 

Sergeant Ben Roberts, who heads the 
BTP team dedicated to policing the 
FCC line, said: “Generally crime on the 
rail network across the UK is very low, 
and this operation is part of a wider 
response to crime encompassing anti¬ 
social behaviour, theft of passenger 
property and staff assaults. 

“We want to send the message that it 
simply won’t be tolerated here.”

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Children with eating 
disorders on the rise

MORE than 40 children, some as 
young as six and seven, have 
been referred for treatment for 
eating disorders over the last two 
years. 

Across Luton and Bedford there 
were a total of 23 children 
aged between six and 15 passed 
to the South Essex Partnership 
Trust (SEPT) for eating 
disorders. 

The figures were revealed after 
our sister paper, Bedfordshire on 


Sunday, submitted a Freedom of 
Information request showing that 
the youngest were a six-year-old 
boy and a seven-year-old girl and 
the oldest were four 14-year-olds 
and five 15-year-olds. 

But SEPT says the numbers are 
low compared to the national 
average. 

In the previous year, 2009/10 
there were a total of 20 children 
referred with a ‘primary presenta¬ 
tion’ of eating disorders with the 
youngest being an eight-year-old 
girl. 

SEPT which took over as the 


provider of mental health servic¬ 
es across Bedfordshire and Luton 
in 2009 has a Child and 
Adolescent Mental Health 
(CAMH) which offers a range of 
therapeutic services including 
cognitive behaviour therapy and 
cognitive analytic therapy. 

fo Meehan, CAMH clinical 
group manager, said: “We offer 
an outpatient treatment pro¬ 
gramme however if a young per¬ 
son requires an inpatient admis¬ 
sion they are referred to specialist 
adolescent inpatient units for fur¬ 
ther treatment.” 


Plans to reduce speed limit around Morrisons 


ROADS around a new super¬ 
market could be reduced to 
20mph. 

The development of the £12 
million Morrisons will sit 
between High Street and Queen 
Street in Houghton Regis. 

In order to ‘promote’ road safe¬ 
ty, a reduction in the speed limit 
will be introduced in Cemetery 
Road, High Street, King Street, 
Whitehouse Close, Bedford Road 


and Tithe Farm road. Zebra cross¬ 
ings, both ‘humped’ and flat, will 
also be put in place on these 
roads as well as a double yellow 
lines. 

The branch - which would be 
just under half the size of a 
football pitch - will create 290 
new jobs along with 278 car park¬ 
ing spaces. 

Central Bedfordshire Cllr Ian 
Dalgarno said: “Although the 


works will be carried out by 
Morrisons’ contractors under 
their Section 278 developer plan¬ 
ning agreement, as Highways 
Authority for this area, we have 
been in discussions with 
Morrisons to ensure that these 
necessary safety improvements 
will be carried out in line with 
current highway standards.”

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Increase in use of 
‘Restorative Justice 1

FIVE sex offences were dealt with 
by a new process that’s about 
offenders making amends 
directly to the victim. 

Bedfordshire Police introduced 
Restorative Justice in December 
2009 - a new scheme heralded as 
’common sense policing’. 

Since April last year a total of 
2,541 various crimes have been 
dealt with by the method out of 
more than 15,000 detected 
offences. 

There has been an increase in 
the RJ rate - in September this 
year it was used in an average of 
4.8 per cent of detected crimes 
compared to 2.1 per cent in 2010. 

It's mainly used for minor 



crimes - around 20 per cent of 
shoplifiting crime are dealt with 
by RJ and 14 per cent of criminal 
damage offences. 

Examples of RJ approaches 
include: getting offenders to 
remove graffiti and repair proper¬ 
ty they've damaged and bringing 
shoplifters face to face with store 


managers to hear how shop theft 
affects others. 

A spokeswoman for the force 
said that RJ wouldn't be used for 
serious sex offences. 

Chief Inspector Jaki Whittred, of 
the Criminal Justice Department, 
(pictured) said: “RJ puts the vic¬ 
tim at the heart of the process, 
whether that victim is an individ¬ 
ual, a group, or a community. 

“It empowers victims and puts 
them in control with the aim of 
healing the implications of the 
crime. 

“We only use RJ in suitable situ¬ 
ations, and only if both the victim 
and the offender are willing to 
participate. 

“We do not force this process on 
anyone, otherwise it would not be 
effective.”

IT was a Bonfire Night to forget for Luton 
after goals from Jamie Vardy and Jamie 
Milligan secured victory for promotion 
rivals Fleetwood Town. 

Janos Kovacs headed a late consolation 
for Town in the dying embers of the game 
but it was a match that was far from the 
fireball of excitement and energy that 
people had predicted, with both sides fail¬ 
ing to put on a good public display as 
tempers sky-rocketed.

Brabin confident he’s best 


man for promotion push

THE only pressure Gary Brabin 
feels is the pressure he puts on 
himself. 

After the Hatters recorded their 
third home defeat against 
Fleetwood Town yesterday the 
downbeat Luton Town manager 
has said that he still thinks he’s the 
right man to lead Luton Town in 
their bid for promotion.

“The one thing that is positive is 
that I know we are going to get bet¬ 
ter, get more consistent and hope¬ 
fully put a bit of pressure on those 
teams that now have a bit of a 
points margin. We can start to get 
a bit of momentum, winning 
games and hopefully go on that 
run when it really matters.” 

■ Luton Town midfielder Alex 
Lawless has learnt from breaking 
his hand during the Hatters’ defeat 


at York just over a month ago, not 
to get involved in silly off-the-field 
incidents that can cause unneces¬ 
sary injury. 

Lawless used the embarrassing 
injury - caused by punching the 
dressing room wall at half-time at 
Bootham Crescent - as a reason 
why he stayed well clear when a 
brawl broke out in the tunnel dur¬ 
ing the interval in yesterday’s 2-1 
defeat to Fleetwood. 

He “I just heard a fracas to be 


honest. With the weakness in my 
hand at the minute, the last thing I 
want to be doing is getting 
involved in something like that 
and being injured again for some 
silly reason, so I was avoiding 
everything to do with that. I’m not 
entirely sure what sparked it off to 
be honest. It was a few of their 
players winding our players up 
and I just think it was something 
like that.”
